Messrs. Thomas Chapman & Son, Ltd., Exchange Buildings, 
Cutler St., London, E. 1, or will be called for by 
them on telephone notification, 


The package is them shipped to us in 
a consolidated consignment and upon arrival in New 
York transferred immediately to Appraisers! Stores 
for examination. Delivery is effected usually within 
twelve days from time of pick-up in London and in 
many cases we have made ten day deliveries, 


The charges are 13¢ per 1b. including 
pick-up in London and freight to New York, with a 
minimum of $1.00 per package, and $2.00 per package 
at New York including clearance through customs 
and delivery. 


Packages are accepted in London up to 
noon on Tuesday for Wednesday sailing and to noon 
on Friday for Saturday sailings. The cost is only 
slightly higher than Parcels Post but when time of 
delivery and convenience both at London and New York 
are considered we believe you will find the service 
entirely satisfactory.
